Frederick Strube, who was arrested 
here yesterday for the murder of 
Alice Henjiingci, near Havana, III., 
2s ov.* 35, is a\ mere boy, barely 20 
years old. 


lie makes no concealment of his 
guilt and says he docs not know why 
he ran away, unless it was because ho 
was haunted by the face of the dead 


“The face of Alice,” ho said to diiy, 
“is always before me. 
It blots out 
every other object.” Strube talks free­ 
ly of his crime. 


He said he had been keeping com­ 
pany with Mi.sis Henninger and that 
it was understood that neither was 
to go with anybody else. Por a while 
the course of their love ran smooth­ 
ly. 
Then Miss Menninger attended 
the wedding of her sister in Miison 
City, Iowa. 
There she met a man, 
John Deere, and it soon became ap­ 
parent to Strube that she thought 
more of Deere than she did of him. 


The night of the murder ho met 
Miss Henninger and a sister at a par­ 
ty. When they reached the eHnning- 
er home after the social they let the 
sister out of the buggy and went for 
a drive. 


Strube pfessed for the reason for 
her recent coldness. 
She turned to 
him and said: 


“Fred, you know T would warry 
you, but my sister won’t let me. You 
must put the matter v.ut of 
your 
head. I can never l>e your wife.” ^ 
This, Strube says, so maddened him 
that the desire to kill the girl so that 
she c-onld not marry ano<:her, took en­ 
tire possession of him. . 'He struck 
her twice on the head with a monkey 
%vrench. In the scuffle they fell out 
of the Bugg.y and he killed her on the 
ground. 
Then ho hauled her body 
back a short distance' and buried it 
in the sand. 


It was about midnight when he set 
out for Beardstown, where he arrived 
at 9 a. m. Sunday. He bought a map 
of Illinois there. Then he )>roceeded 
to Quincy, where he spent a part of 
Monday; saw several policemen, but 
nobody suspected him. 
In fact, he 
said if Auy officers in ,quest of him 
were near at any time he never knew 
it. 


He crossed the river at Quincy on 
the ferry and came over into Mis­ 
souri. He sold his buggy in Edina 
and went to Kirksyille. T^bn he came 
down to .Macon and on Wednesday 
went to work for a farmer iiamOd 
Acton, in East-Macon county. He 
W'orkcd there several days husking 
corn. 


He intended to go north and tlien 
strike out 
for 
California. 
While 
waiting here for a northbound train 
he was captured. 


In 
his cx>nfession to the sheriff 
Strube^ said that after he had killed 
Miss Henninger he carried her body 
back into the timber and buried hei 
there. He endeavored to prepare the 
grave and covbr the sae so that no 
one would detect what had been done. 


He said that immediately after he 
had buried the body ho jumped i^ito 
his buggy and drove away as rapidly 
as4?ossible. 


It has been seventeen days since 
he took his flight and sixteen days 
since the crime was discovered.' 


Strube drove half way acro.ss tho 
state of Illinois i»>Jiis flight, and for 
a considerable distance into Missouri. 
On his route he passed many officers 
of the* law, and 
in his confession 
states that he elbowed members of the 
police force at Quincy, 111., while he 
was in that city.

Never was a man captured in ’ more 
.different places at the same time than 
was Strube. One day he would be 
seen in Iton and the next in Ft. Hdd> 
ison and then in Missouri and then 
back in Illinois again. The report 
^ould gain circulation that the offi­ 
cers were on his trail and that he 
would surely be captured within a 
few hours, and then they would- lose 
all trace of him.

Washington, Dec. 2,—The annual report 
of Admiral Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, recommends the creation of 
a general staff in the iiavy, appoint­ 
ment of two vice admirals, one for the 
A.siatic station and ohe for the North 
Atlantic, material Increase In the num­ 
ber of officers and addition of a number 
of ships to the na\*y. He urges the num­ 
ber of .*ihips of the Carribean sfiuadron 
be increa.«?ed to eight ahd recommends 
the construction of eight training ve.ssels. 
For the European station six new cruiser.«? 
are recomjfaended. On the Asiatls sta­ 
tion, Haylor .says, the .situation demands 
a battleship squadron, a cr^iiser squad­ 
ron and sqiffadron of small vessels. Tay­ 
lor expresses the opinion a large number 
Of cruisers will be very necessary during 
the next few years. 
Taylor treats at 
great length the subject of desertions, 
showing that for 1903 the percentage was 
12:5. Among various reasons assigned by 
officers as well as men themselves, he 
say.s are discontent with food, discom­ 
forts as to sleeping accommodations, con­ 
finement on board ship without frequent 
liberty to visit shore, harshness in lanjgru- 
age and bearing on the part of officerà 
toward crew, disappointment of the re­ 
cruit woh believed .sea service was a 
pleasant and easy thing 
and 
restless 
spirit existlngr among- some of the men: 
He believes the evil of desertion in com­ 
ing years will show dimunition, due to 
many alleviations which have been in­ 
troduced and to rewards now offered the 
men who remain in the service.

Ho 
spoke touchingly of the change jn the 
ministry and laity during that time, 
most of them having gone to their 
long home, he himself being about the 
only ono of those that gathered a 
quarter of a century ago, nn^ he was 
touched by tho infirmities of old age. 


A matter of importance was the 
recommendation by the bishop of the 
pUrcha.se by the diocese of 
the 
gfounds on South Second street now 
occupicd by his home and the St. 
Agatha’s school. Should this be done, 
they will be,^held lui^til Fjigb Jimo ^ 
the church can erecf â‘ catnedrai; the 
church now kno^^'n•-as the Pro-Cath­ 
edral not being a cathedral at all, and 
thüs misleading by its term. 


A committee of five, consisting of 
Rev. Johannes Rockstroh, of Dan­ 
ville; Archdeacon DeRosett, Miles F. 
Gilbert, of Cairo; Charles E. Hay and 
Bluford Wilson, of Springfield, was 
appointed _to investigate the mattor 
of the election of a coadjutor. 
If 
they think favorably of it they will 
recommend that the convention elect 
one to this position. 


Thé .synod, this afternoon, elected 
eight delegates and their alternates 
to tho tri-annual convention to be 
held in Boston next October. Four 
clergjTnen 
and 
four laymen were 
elected. 
This aft<.fnoon closed the 
.session of the synod, which has been 
very interesting.

It was also said Dowie might come 
to Chicago without delay to take steps for 
doing away with the receivership. 
- Judge Kohlsaat to day enterd an order 
restraining prosecution- of 
any 
suits 
against, Dowie pending re.sults of the r«>- 
celvership. 


A great gathering of Dowieites was held 
In the tabernacle at Zion City to night. 
It was called by Dowie for the purpose 
of starting a fimd of 11,000,000 with which 
to pay off^all indebtedne.^a hanging 6ver 
Zion Citv and himself. 
The outpouring 
of his followers w.a.«? not one to bring 
cheer to Dowles’ heart" 
The tabernacle 
seats 6,000 people and usually all seats are 
taken at special meedngs called by Dowie. 
To night tho hall was not over half­ 
filled and not as enthusiastic as might 
be desired by a man who was in immedi­ 
ate need of fimds. 
Dowie gave his fol­ 
lowers a statement of the financial situa­ 
tion at Zion City, told them that assets 
were ample, the only trouble being he was 
not able to realize upon them at once. 
All he needed was a Contribution of ready 
money with whi<jh to tide over tho present 
crisis, and, this once done, Zion would 
grow to greater power than ever before. 


Receivers declare Dowle’s affairs are in 
worse situation than was at first sup­ 
posed. Ye.sterday It was thought liabili­ 
ties would not exceed ^oO.OiX^ 
To night 
receivers admit claims for merchandise 
alone will aggregate $5001,000, 
Besides 
there Is a m ortage on his Zion City prop­ 
erty of'$li^,000 due the fir.st of next year, 
and he owes His brother-in-law, Samnel 
Stevenson, ■ ^00,060: 
Receivers expressed 
.the opinion that Dow!« would be able to 
pay off all obligations in tim«*. but did not 
venture an 'Opinion as to just how long 
thl.H time w ilt be. 


The receivers ' to day fouhd one of 
Dowie's banks in operation at Twelfth 
street an d ' Michigan avenue and they 
promptly put an agent in charge and had 
the doors clo.sed. 
Judge Kohlsaat later 
ratified the action of 
the rcccivcrs 
in 
shutting down this bank as well as the 
in.stltution at Zion City. Experts are now 
at work on the books of both Institutions.

The pope said he was especially touch­ 
ed when he learned of the manifestations, 
of sympathy and piety In Protestant 
churches of the United States during the 
illness of Pope Loo.

The paper money of Colpmhia, now^ 
nearly worthless, was never adopted 
ijs n currency in the state of Pana­ 
ma. which has set itself up as a re- 
publi«' on its own account. Xor did 
i^anama ev'cr agree, except under mil­ 
itary compulsion, to abandon the in­ 
dependent sovereignty it 
formerly 
maintained, along with the state of 
Antioqula. 
Panama was a rGpwl»lio 
between 1855 and 1801. In the latter 
year it entertnl the “United Slates of 
Orenada.'’ reserving the right of se­ 
cession for reasons satisfactory to it­ 
self The name of the confederation 
was ehaniictl to Colombia* in 1803, 
and in 1885 Panama was forced, by 
military pressure to submit to the oli- 
gachy at Bogota So Panama was 
formerly a republic for six years and 
for twenty-four years w’as a stat^,. 
with a constitutional right to estab­ 
lish an independent government at 
its pleasnre. During the sub.^equent 
eighteen years it has been virtually 
a district under military repression, 
iind watching for an opportunity to 
recain 
its 
former 
independence. 
Situated in the path qf the world’s 
c()mmcrce,; it has been systematically 
oppressed by the Bogota government, 
and also held as a bonanza to be.han­ 
dled obstructively unless enormous 
sums were paid for the privilege of 
bvilding an isthmian canal, on which 
Colom^bia projwsed to retain certain 
rights that could be used to extract 
unlimited blackmail. 


As a former republic, Panama lias 
waited for its chance, and is 
now 
again a republic. With Colombia it 
has had little in common for iifty 
years. As a matter of course, it has 
been anxious for an isthmian canal. 
But no step could it take in that di­ 
rection, nor could it hope, as a part 
of Colombia, to be anything more 
than Cuba w’as to Spain, a rich prize 
for others, not for itself. • Colombia 
has l>een a land of innumerable revo­ 
lutions. Even Bolivar called its freak 
i’onstitutions “treatises.” It has tried 
something of every conceivable sort 
of government. B.y turns it has been 
centralized and decentralized, eon- 
fcdfirated and loosely strung together, 
under a succession of juntas,* military 
dictators, theocratic dictators, civil 
dictators and armed anarchists. 
In 
one period of three years 7,000 lead­ 
ing citizens were shot to dcaliii in 
the public squares. The twelve .years^ 
w^ar, at a later time, violently swept 
off a large part of the population. 
Only 12 per cent of the inhabitants 
of Colonibia belong to the Caucasian 
race. The rest are of Indian or mix­ 
ed races.

It has been charged that the United 
Statest, in some undefined way, in- 
<‘ited the revolutionary spirit iii Pan­ 
ama. It is false. This country labor­ 
ed long and zealously to complete a 
treaty, by which Colombia would liavo 
received $10,(^,000 at once, with an 
annuity of $2^,0W), and the commer­ 
cial advantage\to territory near the 
canal.

THE SCHOOLS 


A MiUioB Pupils in the State 
—^R«i>ort of State Superln-. 
tendent 


According to the annual school re­ 
port, which is to be lssued shortly by 
Superintendent Bayliss, more than 
one million pupils are*now attending 
school in Illinois. 
Of, this number 
069,414 are enrolled in the public 
schools and 55,257 are 4n the pri­ 
vate schools. 


There are 27,000 teachers in the 
public schools and 1,713 teachers in 
the private schools. Of the public 
school teachers 14,798 are. in the grad­ 
ed and 12,392 are in the ungraded 
schools. There are 646,154 pupils in 
tho graded schools and .323,260 in im- 
graded schools. 
J Some increase is shown in the av­ 
erage salaries paid tlie teachers. The 
average salary paid to male^ teachers 
is .$f»5.S3 a month, to female teachers 
$55.02 a nuaith. 
The salaries range 
all the way from $12.50 to .$.300 ]Kir 
month. 


The statistical report covering the 
school 
year ending June 30, 1930, 
shows tho following: 


Number of school districts, 11,789, 
of which '29 are unable to maintain 
schools; 10 have schools less than six 
months each year; nimiber of school 
buildings, 12,880, of which 214 were 
built during the year. There are 19 
log school liouses in the state.

Tt w'as the objective 
point of the final sortie of the tax- 
ridden farmers wdio participated in 
Shay’s rebellion, soon after the close 
of the revolutionary war. 
It was 
practically the sole source 
of 
the 
small arms suppl.y of the union army 
in the civil jvar. Djiring the Spanish- 
American conflict tho pknt was op-' 
crated day and night, upward of 2,000 
men being employed and the payroll 
exceeding $1,500,000 
a 
year. 
The 
fame of the armory has been perpetu­ 
ated by W hittier, whose poem, “The 
Armory at Springfield,” still finds a 
place in school text hooks.
